This isn’t to suggest that the two 
heads of state were in complete ‘har- 
mony at every stage. Reports filtering 
out of their various meetings indicate 
they spoke out quite plainly on’ many 
topics.

Twenty-two Edmonton drivers are re- 
ported to have been convicted of drunken 
driving so far this year, compared with 
18 in 1949. It is altogether likely, there- 
fore, that the total for 1950 will surpass 
that of last year by a large margin, and 
will also top the 1948 high of 23. 

Although, on the credit side of the 
ledger, this increase doubtless reflects 
the fact that city police and magistrates 
are continuing to crack down on the 
drunken drivers, it also shows that life 
and limb are being menaced far too often 
fn Edmonton: by irresponsible drivers- of 
this sort.
